Mr. Clark was en route to a neighbor's to get kerosene so 
that his wife could rook the evening meal. Mrs. Clark and 
the children were on the lawn of a neighbor. The family 
had left the house about five minutes previously. 
Wayne, 3, one of the children, had returned to the 
house, but before entering he saw smoke pouring from the 
rear. He yelled for his mother. Firemen were called, as 
were also firemen from Cornwells Heights and Eddington. 
'File entire house was gutted and its contents of cloth­ 
ing and furniture either destroyed or ruined.
